Was there any Officer 
or Soldier that did not do his Duty, and 
tho’ engaging againft almoft two to one,had 
got the Portuguese quitted the Field, or had 
there been no Portuguefe there, in all Pro- 
bability yen had heard another Story, and a 
le¢rer Accouat of that Battle had been 
given ? Nay, the very thing you boaft of, 
viz- That afl the Infantry was either kill’d 
ortaken, is a plain Demonftration of the

perbapshad gait’é the Battle— This inter- 
mingling Foot among the Horfe was the 
thing that gain’d the great Battle at Luszem 
in Germany, where that brave King was 
killa in the Head of his victorious Army. 
It was the faving of the Swesifh Horfe at the 
Battle of Nordiiagen, and has hardly ever 
been pragtis'd without Sutcefs. As to the 
petfonal Gattantry of my Lord Galloway, if 
it needed any Teftimony, I believe, his Ene- 
mies would Supply it ; but in the mean time; 
lettwo Cuts in his Face be his Witneffes 5 
the Romans counted a Wound in the Face 
the greateft Trophy of Honour in the World, 


and any Wound behind was equally difhos 


nowrable ~What could the B. of Gadoway, 
had he been a private Trooper, have ac- 
quic’d more Honour in, than that having 
bat one hand co fight with, he came up to 
the Teeth of the Enemy, and brought away 
the Proofof it in his Face. 

But if as a General, his Lordhhip expos’d 
himfelf fo as tobe cut in the Face, itis very 
plain, i¢ was clofe Work, and well follows.

- Another Sort of Peuple blame the thing in 
eneral, and cry out, as I have faidin other 
fes, it was not their Bufinefs to fight, and 
here I think he is juftified: for if, as ape 
pears. by the publick Account printed 
Authority, the French would have cut 
their Retreat, and that their Magazines 
were exhavfted, they were then under a. 
Wecefhity to fight 3-and in all fuch Cafes of 
Weceffity i¢ has been the Pra@ice of the 
greateft Generals in the World to fight while 
their Men were in Heart, and their Courage 
as well.as Bodies frefh,rather than to ftay till 
ftraitned for Provifions, they faint, and by 
retreating lofe their Spirit, 
Thus Prince Lewis of Baden fought the 
— great Battle at Salenkement in Hungary, 
when his Provifions were cut off, aud tho’ 
not one to three be attack’d the Enemy firft. 
The old King of Sweden, Guftavms Adob- 
ws, whom I often quote on thefe Accounts, 
and of whofe A@ions I have fome particular 
Manulccipts by me, us’d tofay, that there 
was always one in five odds, in leading an 
Army on,to attack their Enemies, and wait- 
ing til] chey were attack’d by them; the ome 
took’d like am Affurance of Vitorg, and the 
other had a Diftruft or Fear of being beaten 
in the very Countenance of the A@iun; and 
I believe in general Obfervation, it would 
be faund true, that ‘cis not one tims ia five 
but she Army that attacks, hasthe Viory, 
and moft 6f the A@ions of thie Age have 
witneffed ics J remember but three thathave 
mi(carry’d, viz. K William at Steenkirk, the 
French and the D. of Savoy attacking Prince 
Eugene.at Chiari, and the French attacking 
P. Lewis in the Lines at Stoiboffen. But at 
the Abbey of St. Demis at Mons, at Mons 
Caftle, at Fleras, at Landen, at Skellembergd, 
at Blenbeim, ac Turin, at Narva, the late 
A@ion in Saxony between the Swedes and 
Saxons, and fince between King Augu- 
feus and the Swedes, and innumerable In- 
ftances are to be given, where the Affai-: 
lants always prevail. 
If then the E. of Galloway faw a Neceflity 


to fight, it was his Bafinefs to be the Affate 
lant, and to cake che Advantage of the Spi 
ticand Vigor of his Soldiers, who in thofe 
hot Countries feldom are fo healthy as in 
civeh — 

And! cannot bat here complain 
Misfortune to Britaiw, noe thet ad oS 
tig’d to fight inchat Country, but that our 
Men havea particular Faculty not.to have 
the leaft Regard co their Health, or in the 
leaft to govern themfelves there, where the 
Fruits of the Eerth, the Grapes efpecially, 
are asfatal, as they are tempting to them ; 
and this makes our Men fink in thett Nom: 
bers more there than ia any other Place— 

How elfe think you fhould it be, that the 
whole Bagiifh and Dutch Forces, which the 
E. of Galloway could draw together, tho’ 
after the Army, which went with the B. of 
Rivers was joyn’d, did not exceed 10000 
Men, after fo:many Succours and Addjtions 
as have been fent thither ? 

Iwifh, this were rightly reprefented to 
out Governors, whom it may concern, as 
it has but one Remedy, vig. to fend noue 
butold Regiments to Spain the old beaten 
Fellows, that have feen a Campaign or two, 
and are harden’d to the Field, are more 
wary of themfelves, they know what it is to 
be fick, and have (een the raw young Fet- 


ows dye in Ditches for Want of Care, and 


thefe will hold ie; but ifyou will always feud 
new rais'd Regiments to Speis,you mutt allow 
one third at leaft to dye by the Flux, and 


‘Surfeits, and fend in Proportion, which 


aheartlefs Work, and has two Evits befides 
the Lofs of the Men. 

ae ‘Tisexeefiive chargeable to the Publick 
to Read ot gland a and oftner than fn 
the other Cafe they need to do, and raifing, 
equiping and furnithiog new Armies. 

2. ‘Tis a Dilcouragement to a General, 
when he knows things sre €xpeQlcd of bim 
by the World, fuirable to the Forces be has 
under him, while the bef Part of his 
is ublig’d to encamp in the Hofpitals fa 
of the Field, and the Lives are fhortned by 
the Dittempers of the Country, not by the 
Hands of the Enemy. 

All thefe things however ferve to defend

that will follow him into the Bire, and ftand 
clole to the last Drop: But to. fee the left 
Wing adyarce, afd poh the. Bnetmies. 
Hore dato mere Ceowds ¢ to fee the Infan- 
tre break the Lines of their Enemies, and 
beas down al] before them, and then to fee 
the right Wiog run; away ac the firft Shock, 
and the Mb reich Enemy fall on she Flank 
of the reft, and wring the Vidaty: out af 
their Hands by averse Number, and the plain 
Milchief of Cowardice 4 this is very hard 
and mortifying.
